Indicates in which cellular network the 
phone is currently used. 


Shows the signal strength of the cellular 
network at your current location. The higher 
the bar, the stronger the signal. 

Shows the battery charge level. The higher 
the bar, the more power left in the battery.

2. Getting started 


Before you can use your phone, you need to 
insert a SIM card in it, and then install and 
charge the battery. 


Inserting a SIM card 


The phone can only be used with a valid 
miniature plug-in SIM card. You obtain the card 


from your network operator or service provider. 


Using the SIM card 


e Keep all miniature SIM cards out of small 
children's reach. 


e The SIM card and its contacts can easily be 
damaged by scratches or bending, so be 
careful when handling, inserting or removing 
the card. 


Inserting the SIM card in the 
phone 


e Before installing the SIM card, always make 
sure that the phone is switched off and then 
remove the battery.

Insert the four 
catches of the back 
cover in the corre- 
sponding slots in the 
phone (1) and push 
the cover towards 
the phone until it 
locks into place (2). 


Charging the battery

Battery information 


Your phone is powered by a rechargeable 
battery. 


The operation and the lifetime of the battery are 
greatly affected by how you handle the battery. 
Take good care of the battery and follow the 
guidelines presented below. 


Charging and discharging the 

battery 

e Anew battery's full performance is achieved 
only after two or three complete charge and 
discharge cycles! 


è The battery can be charged and discharged 
hundreds of times but it will eventually wear 
out. When the operating time (talk-time and 
standby time) is noticeably shorter than 
normal, it is time to buy a new battery. 


e Use only batteries approved by the phone 
manufacturer and recharge your battery only 
with the chargers approved by the 
manufacturer. 


e When a charger is not in use, disconnect it 
from the power source. Do not leave the 
battery connected to a charger for longer 
than a week, since overcharging may shorten 
its life. If left unused a fully charged battery 
will discharge itself over time. 


e For good operation times, discharge the 
NiMH battery from time to time by leaving 
your phone switched on until it turns itself 
off. Do not attempt to discharge the battery 
by any other means. 


e Temperature extremes will affect the ability 
of your battery to charge: allow it to cool 
down or warm up first. 


e When the battery is running out of power 
and only few minutes of talk time remain, a 
warning tone is heard and Battery lowis 
briefly displayed. When no more talk time is 
left, Battery empty is displayed and a 
warning tone is sounded and the phone 
switches itself off. 


Using the batteries 


e Use the battery only for its intended purpose. 


e Never use any charger or battery which is 
damaged or worn out. 


e Do not short-circuit the battery. Accidental 
short-circuiting can occur when a metallic 
object (coin, clip or pen) causes direct 
connection of the + and - terminals of the 
battery (metal strips on the back of the 
battery) for example when you carry a spare 
battery in your pocket or purse. Short- 
circuiting the terminals may damage the 
battery or the connecting object.

Other medical devices 


Operation of any radio transmitting equipment, 
including cellular phones, may interfere with the 
functionality of inadequately protected medical devices. 
Consult a physician or the manufacturer of the medical 
device to determine if they are adequately shielded from 
external RF energy or if you have any questions. 


Switch off your phone in health care facilities when 
any regulations posted in these areas instruct you to 
do so.

Vehicles 


RF signals may affect improperly installed or 
inadequately shielded electronic systems in motor 
vehicles (e.g. electronic fuel injection systems, 
electronic anti-skid (anti-lock) braking systems, 
electronic speed control systems, air bag systems).

If certain features are in use (Keypad lock, Fixed 
Dialling, etc.), you may first need to turn those 
features off before you can make an emergency call. 
Consult this document and your local cellular service 
provider. 


When making an emergency call, remember to give all 
the necessary information as accurately as possible.

ii) If during activation/deactivation the wrong key is 
pressed, clear the wrong entry by pressing the ©) 
key. 

iii) If at any time you choose to quit the process then 
press and hold the © key.
